FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
MARCH, 1902. 


I—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for March, 1902, show a decrease as com- 
pared with the corresponding month of 1901 in the values of the 
Imports into the United Kingdom, and also in the values of the 
Exports of British and Irish produce and manufactures, and 
the Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in March, 1902, was 40,897,8611., 
a decrease of 5,528,195/., or 11°9 per cent., as compared with 
those in March, 1901, whilst the total Exports amounted to 
26,531,7091., showing a net decrease of 3,690,109/. The Exports 
of British and Irish produce and manufactures alone show a 
decrease of 2,804,055/., or 11:2 per cent., as compared with March, 
1901, whilst there is a decrease of 886,054l., or 17:0 per cent. in 
the Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise.

Comparing the imports of the principal articles last month with 
those of March, 1901, we find that the chief decreases in food- 
stuffs were:—Corn (921,7591.), sugar (1,351,2701.), butter 
(329,3341.), fresh beef and mutton (300,8581.), and coffee (233,535/.). 
Among metals, copper unwrought and part wrought shows an 
increase of 183,399/., iron ore an increase of 97,704I., whilst pig 
iron and unwrought steel also show increases, amounting to 
15,1701. and 69,825/. respectively. In the class of chemicals, dye 
stuffs, &c., there is a decrease of 162,170/. in the imports of indigo. 
Seed oil of all kinds also shows a falling off amounting to 82,8801. 
As regards raw materials for textile manufactures, there has 
been a falling off of 1,376,388/. in sheep and lambs’ wool 
and increases of 175,172/. in raw cotton, and of 90,1101. 
in goats’ wool. In the class of raw materials for sundry 
industries and manufactures, decreases amounting in all to 
231,9401. appear in the various categories of wood and timber ; 
caoutchouc also shows a falling off of 77,592/. In the group 
“Manufactured Articles,” the following large decreases are 
observed :—-electrical goods and apparatus 82,918/., leather 
189,826/., and silk broad stuffs 174,494/., whilst increases appear 
under the heads of cotton manufactures (59,946/.), machinery and 
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mill-work, other than steam engines (47,155/.) and silk manufactures 
(anenumerated) (91,9551.). There are also large increases in the 


imports of cotton seed (139,230/.) and flax or linseed (42,5511.).

V.—SHIPPING IN MARCH, 1902. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the month ended March, 1902, amounted to 2,663,443 tons, and the 
tonnage cleared to 3,462,741 tons, as against 2,675,944 tons entered 
and 3,485,634 tons cleared in the month of March, 1901. With 
regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes 
during March, 1902, amounted to 2,538,182 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 2,460,338 tons, as against 2,457,770 tons entered, and 
2,468,627 tons cleared in March, 1901. 


VI.—_THREE MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-MARCH). 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the three months ended 31st March, 1902, amounted to 8,228,895 
tons, and the tonnage cleared to 9,948,400 tons, as against 7,790,570 
tons entered and 9,874,163 tons cleared in a similar period of the 
year 1901. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage entered 
with cargoes during the first three months of 1902 amounted to 
7,524,468 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 7,375,488 tons, as 
against 7,202,318 tons, entered, and 7,168,296 tons cleared in the 
first three months of the year 1901. 
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THE COMPARATIVE MERITS OF BRITISH AND 
FOREIGN LOCOMOTIVES IN EGYPT. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of ‘“ Correspondence 
respecting the comparative merits of British, Belgian and American 
locomotives in Egypt,” issued by the Foreign Office. [Parliamentary 
Paper. Cd. 1010} 

In a despatch to the Foreign Office (received 13th January last) 
the Earl of Cromer, H.M. Agent and Consul-General in Cairo, 
with reference to the recent trials on Egyptian railways between 
locomotives of various types, writes as follows :— 

“Sir Alfred Hickman, to whom the credit of initiating this very 
useful and interesting discussion is, in a great measure, due, asked 
more especially for information as regards the consumption of coal 
and oil, and also as regards the relative cost of repairs in the case 
of the British and American types of engines. I regret that, even 
now, the whole of this information cannot be furnished. I will, 
however, state generally the results in respect to each of the four 
principal points which, if I understand rightly, have to be 
considered in judging the merits and demerits of a locomotive. 

“ These are 

“1. Price. 

‘“« 2. Time required for construction. 

“ 3. Quality, including the question of cost of repair and 

consumption of oil. 

“ 4, Consumption of coal.” 

As regards price, according to a table prepared by Mr. Trevithick, 
Locomotive and Carriage Superintendent of the Egyptian Rail- 
ways, it appears that, on seven recent occasions, when tenders 
for locomotives were invited, American offers were twice received. 
On both of these occasions, the British were more favourable than 
the American prices, so long as the designs and specifications 
prepared by the Egyptian Railway Board were followed. 

The actual figures were as follows :—

Lord Cromer goes on to say:—‘‘On the other hand, the 
American firm (Messrs. Burnham, Williams & Co., whose works 
are known as the ‘Baldwin’ works) offered to supply engines 
differing in certain particulars from the Egyptian designs and 
specifications, but which they held to be of equal power and | 
equally suitable to the work which had to be performed. Under 
these conditions, the American prices fell respectively to 1,855l. 
and 2,4751,, that is to say, 19 per cent. below the British. The . 
reason for this great fall in price is sufficiently obvious; it is thus 
explained by Mr. Trevithick. ‘The American firm, he says, ‘ were 
able to introduce their stock standards, and to advance work con- . 
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tinuously without being hampered by, to them, unknown and 
unnecessary conditions, an advantage which, in my opinion, quite 
accounts for the difference in the cost and time of delivery between 
the two makes of engines.’ 

“ Tt appears, however, that it is not so much in the matter of 
price as in respect to the period required for construction that the 
American manufacturers have had the greatest advantage, not 
only over British, but over all other competitors. The figures in 
this connection are, indeed, very remarkable. On the two occasions 
given by Mr. Trevithick, when British and American firms entered 
into competition, the former offered to complete the orders in 48 
and in 90 weeks respectively. The American offers, on the other 
hand, were for delivery in 18 and 35 weeks, if the Egyptian 
designs and specifications were followed, or in 12 and 30 weeks, if 
certain changes in the designs were allowed. 

“Tt cannot be doubted that the main reason why so many orders 
for railway and other plant required in Egypt have recently been 
given to America, is that American firms have been able to execute 
them with extraordinary rapidity. For reasons to which I have 
frequently alluded in my annual reports, and on which I need not, 
therefore, dwell at present, railway development in Egypt did not, 
for many years, keep pace with the rapidly increasing prosperity 
of the country. The natural result ensued. A moment came when 
a large quantity of material was required for delivery in a short 
time, and, inasmuch as American firms were in a far better position 
than others to comply with the requirements of the Government as - 
regards time of delivery, a large portion of the orders naturally 
went to America. 

“ Major Johnstone (the President of the Railway Board) gives 
several instances in point. I need only quote the following :— 

“*From 1895 to 1897,’ he says, ‘for financial reasons, no 
locomotives were ordered, while, during the same period, large 
extensions were opened, and the traffic increased nearly 20 per 
cent., with the result that it became very urgently necessary to 
order some 70 engines. Tenders for 50 were received from various 
firms, including one American firm—Messrs. Burnham, Williams 
& Co.—who offered 20 engines in 12 weeks. The shortest time 
offered by an European firm was 48 weeks. Mr. Trevithick, on 
this, reported that, while he did not consider the American design 
suitable, he could not undertake to work the traffic for 11 months © 
more without additional engines. Consequently, the American 
tender was accepted, as well as tenders for 50 from one British 
and four Belgian firms.’ . 

“The main reason for the great superiority of the Americans in 
respect to time of delivery is unquestionably the same as that to 
which I have alluded in discussing the question of price, namely, 
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the adoption in America of the system of standardising the shapes 
and sizes of the different portions of the machines. I do not 
possess sufficient knowledge of the subject to express an opinion 
as to whether these are the sole reasons of the superiority. ‘The 
difference in the times of delivery between the American and 
European firms is so. great that I cannot help suspecting that some 
other reason must have contributed to the result.” 

With reference to this particular question of time, Mr. Trevithick 
forwarded a Memorandum to Lord Cromer as follows :— 

“The Baldwin Works are at present turning out locomotives at 
the rate of 1,000 a year, or 28 per cent. more than the combined 
turn-out of the four leading English locomotive firms: viz., 
Neilson, 300 ; Dubs, 150; Sharp Stewart, 140; and Kitson, 130. 
Their secret of success in rapidly and inexpensively constructing 
locomotives is their continuous day and night work system of 
piece-work, and working to fixed types and templates. It will be 
readily understood how great an economy can be effected in the 
construction of machines so complicated as locomotives when, by 
working day and night, double the amount of work is obtained out 
of the plant and buildings (capital), when no scheming nor draw-- 
ings are necessary, and when complete sets of templates and 
patterns exist.” 

‘Moreover, under this system they are able to make use of 
labour-saving machines and tools specially designed for the 
manufacturing of the various parts forming their standard loco- 
motives, the employment of which would be inadmissible’ in 
English workshops, where only a few engines are constructed to 
the same type.” 

. “ Thus it is that the Baldwin Works, so long as they have suffi- 
cient orders to engage their machinery night and day, and are 
allowed to construct to their own standard types, can so success- 
fully compete with the world in locomotive manufacture.” 

With regard to the consumption of coal by the various types of 
engines, Lord Cromer reports as follows :— 

“It is, however, in respect to the relative consumption of coal 
that the recent trials are of special value. The most scrupulous 
care was taken to render the trials fair. On this point Mr. Trevi- 
thick says: ‘‘These comparisons have been carried out under 
exceptionally favourable circumstances, inasmuch as the locomo- 
tives employed were typical of their respective countries in design 
and manufacture, and the trials were personally conducted, and 
the results conjointly signed by a representative sent out by the 
American builders, and a locomotive inspector of the Egyptian 
Railway Administration.” 

Trials were made with both goods and passenger engines. It 
was found that, in the case of goods engines, the American 
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consumed 25°4 per cent. more coal than the British engine, 
while the latter was drawing 14:2 per cent. more load. In 
the case of the passenger engines, the American was 50 per cent. 
more than the British consumption, with the same average load. 
This latter difference represented, at 34s. 2d. per ton (the average 
price paid last year by the Railway Board), an additional cost of 
4001. per engine. 

' Major Johnstone, in reviewing these figures, says, speaking more 
especially of the passenger engines :— 

“The contrast between about 20 Ibs. of coal per mile in the best 
runs of the British engine, and over 60 lbs. in the hardest runs of 
the American, is quite extraordinary. On the whole, the superi- 
ority of the British type is fully established; but it is clear that 
the passenger engine is a bad example of American practice.” 

Lord Cromer concludes his memorandum as follows :— 

“The general conclusion to be drawn from these trials is, I think, 
that, in respect to price, British manufacturers can well hold their 
own in cases where special designs have to be executed; that, in 
respect to quality, the work they turn out is at least equal, and 
otten superior, to that of American or Belgian competitors; and 
that, in respect to the consumption of coal, they have a decided 
superiority over American, though not apparently over Belgian 
manufacturers. The British weak point is the time required for 
executing orders. It is to this subject that I venture to draw the 
special attention of all who may be interested in the matter. Iam 
not competent to express any personal opinion as to the extent to 
which it would be possible or desirable to imitate the Americans in 
adopting the principle of standardisation, on which the low prices 
and quick delivery of the American manufacturers mainly depend.”

SOMALILAND PROTECTORATE. 


With reference to the notice inserted on p. 14 of last week’s issue 
: ; of the “Board of Trade Journal” respectin 
the duty imposed on alcoholic liquors 
Pe ancenen for Harrar) imported into the Port of Zeyla, 
_— under Articles 1 and 2 of the “ Alcoholic 
Liquors Regulations, 1901,” the Board of Trade have now 
received a copy of these Regulations (No. 1 of 1901) through the 
Foreign Office, the following being the text of the Articles 
referred to :— 

1. A duty at the rate of 2 rupees the gallon at 50 degrees 
centigrade shall be paid on all alcoholic liquors imported for sale 
or consumption in the Protectorate. 

2. The said duty shall be augmented proportionally for each 
degree above 50 degrees centigrade, and shall be diminished 
proportionally for each degree below 50 degrees centigrade.

BELGIUM—GREECE. 


With reference to the notice which appeared at pp. 77-8 of the 
“Board of Trade Journal” for the 11th April, 


— 1901, respecting thedenunciation of the Belgian- 
hetemen sees Greek Commercial Treaty, the Board of Trade 
Gannieten have now received information, through the 

4 Foreign Office, to the effect that the two nations 


have agreed to grant each other most-favoured-nation treatment for a 
period of six months from the 20th ult., the date on which the old 
treaty expired. In the case of Greece, however, this privilege 
will not include the continuance of the conventional rates peculiar 
to the treaty which has lapsed, so that the alterations in the Greek 
Tariff, noted at p. 78 of the “Journal” referred to, have con- 
sequently now come into force. 

n the case of Belgium, a Royal Decree, published in the 
“ Moniteur Belge” for the 26th ult., announces the termination of 
the reduced rates of import duty and other privileges accorded to 
dried currants. These articles are therefore now subject, on 
importation into Belgium, to the general duty of 25 francs per 100 
kilogs. (10s, 2d. per cwt.), no exemption being allowed in favour 
of currants employed in the manufacture of wine. 
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GERMANY—(SOUTH-WEST AFRICA). 


The “ Deutsches Kolonialblatt” for the lst ult. contains the text 
: of a Decree of the Governor of German South- 
Renin 08 West Africa, issued with a view to the pre- 
P ¢ vention of cattle diseases in the Protectorate. 


— into The Mowing are the principal provisions of the 


South-West African. The importation into the Protectorate of 
animals suffering from any contagious disease is forbidden. 

In the case of imported horses, donkeys, mules, hinnies, cattle, 
sheep, goats, and pigs, the importer is required to produce the 
following certificates :— 

(a) A certificate from the proper authorities at the place’ of 
origin, stating that no contagious diseases affecting the particular 
kind of animal to be imported has occurred at that place. 

(b) A certificate signed by the police authorities at all the 
stations on the route followed by the animals up to the frontier of 
the Protectorate, stating that the animals have not, during transit 
through their districts, touched any place at which the existence of 
contagious disease has been proved. 

(c) In the case of animals imported from Europe an additional 
certificate is required, showing that the animals were inoculated 
with tuberculin before embarkation, and that no rise in the warmth 
of the body exceeding 0°5 degrees has taken place.

Similar mirrors set in tin frames, with backs adapted 
for holding an advertisement, are dutiable as mirrors, under 
paragraph 112, at the rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem.

the Foreign Office, a despatch from H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Rio 
de Janeiro, enclosing a translation of an article on this subject, which 
was published in the “ Jornal do Commercio ” for the Ist ult. 

From this article it appears that the new regulation requiring 
all imported foodstuffs and beverages to be submitted to the 
analytical department before clearance through the Customs 
applies to Rio de Janeiro only, and that there are no official 
analysing laboratories at other Brazilian ports. According to the 
“ Jornal do Commercio,” little difficulty is experienced in getting 
foodstuffs and beverages admitted at these ports, although 
suspected articles are occasionally sent to Riv for analysis.

This is the half-yearly report on the banking, railway, and canal 
statistics of Ireland, issued by the Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction, Ireland, and deals with the period ended 
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December last. The deposits and cash balances in Joint Stock 
Banks in Ireland, amounted to 42,923,0001. on 31st December, 
1901, as compared with 43,280,000/. at the end of 1900. During 
the year 1901 the estimated amount in the Post Office Savings 
Banks in Ireland rose from 8,059,000/. to 8,438,000/. Irish 
railway receipts show a slight falling-off last vear, having declined 
from 3,681,018/. in 1900 to 3,668,427/. in 1901.

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board of 
Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increasing 
demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as 
it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish this new 
branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recommenda- 
tions contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee composed not 
only of representatives of the various Government Departments concerned, 
but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, which was 
appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was requested to 
consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and of dissemi- 
nating among those interested prompt and accurate information upon 
commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods’ of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, and 
the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
om lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch,.and this Branch is consequently intended to become a 
centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it 
is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may be 
addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, S.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 
under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 

partments of: he Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who recently 
acted as Special Commissioner tothe Board in an inquiry into the condition 
and prospects of British trade in certain South American countries. The 
“Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application being made to it, to 
supply information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—Commercial 
Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs; Excise and 
“ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and Tonnage dues, and other charges on 
Shipping ; Customs Regulations ; Consular Fees ; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers ; Trading Licenses; Foreign and 
Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties ; Lists of 
Firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, &c., &e. 
An Inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through which 
intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general information is 
conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close of 1899, was 
issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly at the price of 1d.
